Procedure Changed 


Switch in 
the procedure by 
w hich Southland housew ives may 
obtain sugar for home canning 
was announced this week by Paul 
Barksdale d’O rr, Southern Cali­ 
fornia OPA R ation Chief. 
Instead of going to local ration 
boards to obtain “sugar allow­ 
ance coupons,” for use in buying 
canning sugar—as was previously 
announced, housewives w ill now 
use sugar stam ps in w ar ration 
book One for obtaining part of 
their canning allotm ents. 
Although full details of the 
plan are not y et available, d’Orr 
said 
that 
he 
understodd 
two 
stam ps in Book One w ill be de­ 
signated as 
“canning 
s u g a r ” 
stamps, each good for 5 pounds. 
Consumers 
w ho 
require 
more 
than the ten pounds per person 
for canning w ill apply to their 
local boards for an additional al­ 
lowance up to 15 pounds, or a 
total supplem ental rations of 25 
pounds. 
The change in plans is expected 
to relieve ration boards of the 
need of handling hundreds of ap­ 
plications for sugar. 
d ’O rr w ired all ration boards 
in th e area not to act on any ap­ 
plication 
for 
additional 
sugar, 
until full details of the new pro­ 
gram 
had 
been 
received 
and 
studied. 
The ration chief pointed out 
that Southern California is one of 
the nation’s high spots for home 
canning. An average of 3 pounds

In Palm Springs on a brief visit, John M. Masters, of Modjeska 
and Masters, one of the leading engineering firms of the nation, ad­ 
dressed members of Palm Springs Lions club yesterday speaking 
on the proposed aerial tramway.
